The following particulars relating to the trade of France with the 
African Continent in the years 1898-1901 are in continuation of 
the article which appeared in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
23rd January last. 

The value of the total trade (special) of France with the African 
Continent: as shown in the French Trade Volume (‘Tableau 
Général du Commerce et de la Navigation”) for the years 
concerned, was 28,332,000/. in 1901 (the latest year for which the 
details are available), as compared with 27,292,0001. in 1900, the 
imports into France from Africa for home consumption being 
valued at 13,209,0001. in 1901, as against 12,420,000/. in 1900, 
and the exports from France to Africa of French produce and 
manufactures amounting in value to 15,123,000/. in 1901, as 
compared with 14,872,000/. in the previous year.

British Africa.—The trade of the British possessions in the south 
and west of Africa is given under one heading in the French 
trade volume, an arrangement which renders it impracticable to 
differentiate the value of the trade of France with Cape Colony and 
Natal from that of the British Colonies on the west coast. The 
imports into France, however, from British South Africa, must be 
quite unimportant and chiefly confined to woo: in the grease, as it 
will be seen by the following figures, that the total value of imports 
into France from all British African possessions combined, in 
1901, amounted to only 564,000/. (as compared with 612,0001. 
in 1909), and of this 405,000/. represents the value of the 
imports of oil nuts and oil seeds, and 97,000/. the value of the 
imports of palm oil, all of which articles are tropical produce. 
Wool in the grease to the value of 29,000/. was imported into 
France in 1901 (as against 38,000/. in 1900) from British Africa. 

Egypt.—The imports into France from Egypt in 1901 were 
valued at 1,299,000/., and the total French trade with Egypt in 
1901, though showing a slight decline as compared with 1900, was 
more than in either 1899 or 1898. 

The following table may be interesting as showing the compara- 
tive growth of French and British trade with Egypt in the years 
1897-1901 :—

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Of the 1,299,000/. worth of goods imported from Egypt into 
France in 1901, 957,0001. represents the value of cotton and cotton 
seed, 90,0001. exotic gums, and 55,0001. dried vegetables. The 
exports from France to Egypt in 1901, valued at 1,027,0001., con- 
sisted principally of silk piece-goods (191,000I.), other piece-goods 
(126,000/.), made-up articles of apparel, wines and liqueurs, per- 
fumery, soaps, &c. 

Morocco and Tripoli— The total imports into France from these 
two countries were valued at 708,000/. in 1901, of which 479,000. 
was for wool and skins. The rest of the imported goods consist 
almost entirely of agricultural produce. Of the exports from 
France to the same two countries valued altogether in 1901 at 
452,0001., sugar of all kinds was valued at 244,000/., raw silk 
65,000/., and silk manufactures, 36,0001. 


Other Parts of Africa—The value of the total trade of France 
with all parts of Africa not previously mentioned, and including 
the Independent State of the Congo, and all the Portuguese and 
German African possessions in addition to the Frenck Colony at 
Djiboutil amounted, imports and exports combined, to only 
261,0007. in 1901, as compared with 314,000/. in 1900. The 
details reveal nothing of interest. 


“Cotton piece-goods” is an important item in the French export 
trade to Africa. The following table shows the value of such

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The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
copy of a memorandum drawn up by H.M. Commercial Attaché at 
Berlin, relating to the Commission appointed by the German 
Government to hold an enquiry into the position of cartels. This 
memorandum is based on the official account of the Conference 
held at the instigation of the Imperial Government on the 14th 
November, as a preliminary step to holding an enquiry on the 
cartels existing in the German Empire. 

The Conference was presided over by the Minister of the Interior 
for the Empire, Graf von Posadowsky, and five representatives of 
other Government Departments attended, namely, from the 
Imperial Foreign Office, the Imperial Ministry of Justice, the 
Prussian Ministry of Justice, the Prussian Ministry of the Interior, 
and the Prussian Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

As experts on this question there were invited 33 gentlemen, of 
whom 29 appeared. They comprised many leading commercial 
men, Members of the Reichstag, managers of industrial under- 
takings, cc. 

Graf von Posadowsky stated that the position of the cartels had 
for a long time past taken such an important place in economic 
questions that the Imperial Government was bound to watch their 
doings most carefully. At the present stage of the proceedings, 
the Government took no stand either for or against them ; but they 
desired to hold a strictly impartial and technical inquiry into the 
contradictory statements made as to the proceedings of the most 
important cartels in order to get at the real facts of the case. They 
had, therefore, asked for the advice of the experts present as to the 
best manner of conducting such an enquiry with the object of 
subsequently communicating with the other Government offices 
and Federal Governments concerned as to the most suitable means 
of obtaining the desired information. 

They were particularly anxious to ascertain : — 

1. The number and kind of existing cartels. 

2. The policy of the cartels with reference to prices. 

3. The working of the cartels and the means used to obtain the 
objects striven for by them. 

He mentioned that their number in 1901 and 1902 was about 
450, most of which were in the iron, metal, chemical, and textile 
industries, and in the mines, In the chemical and textile indus- 
tries, however, it was not so much a question of highly organised 
cartels as of agreements as to price, or to limit production for 
certain products. The main tendency of the cartels was to obtain 
suitable prices by means of adapting the production to the 
demand. 

The complaints as to the proceedings of the cartels for the most 
part were first started when the flow of German production began 
to ebb. A special form of complaint was that the prices, fixed for 
the home markets, were too high to enable competition with 
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foreign industries in the world’s markets to be kept up; on the 
other hand, the cartels often exported, at far too low prices, raw 
products and half worked up manufactures to the detriment of the 
German industries which occupied themselves with further working 
up such products. 

It being impossible to examine all the existing cartels, typical 
ones only could be chosen for enquiry, the following list being 
furnished, viz. :— 

1. Iron and Mining and Allied Industries—The Rhenish West- 
phalian Coal Syndicate, the Upper Silesia Coal Convention, the 
Westphalian Coke Syndicate, the Briquette Dealers’ Company of 
Dortmund, the Convention of Brown Coal Dealers of Saxony, the 
Raw Iron Syndicate, the Semi-manufactured Iron Company, the 
Rolled Iron Works Company, the Rough and: Fine Tin-plate 
apeny, the Wire and Nail Syndicate, The Export Clearing 

ouse. 

To these should be added the several companies, syndicates and 
conventions which are customers of the above syndicates. 

2. Chemical Industries—The Salt Works Company, the Soda 
Syndicate. 

3. Paper Industries—The Printing Paper Syndicate, the Wall 
Paper Syndicate. 

4. Agricultural and Allied Industries—The Raw Sugar and 
Sugar Refining Syndicate, the Spirit Realisation Company 
(Zentrale fir Spiritusverwerthung). 

5. Stone, Earth and Glass Industries—The Cement Syndicate, 
the Rhenish and Westphalian Table Glass Syndicate, the German 
Mirror Glass Syndicate. 


- Questions to elucidate the matter were also suggested on the 

following points :— 

1. The names, places of business, and the number of members 
of the cartels. 

2. The number of workmen employed in syndicated under- 
takings. 

3. What products of the “syndicated” undertaking are affected 
by the provisions of the carte! agreements. 

4. The average yearly value and quantity of the “ syndicated ” 
products. 

5. The reasons for founding the cartels. 

6. The objects of the cartels. 

7. Their organisation. 

8. As to the means employed to increase or control the sales 
both at home and abroad, and as to the success of these measures. 

9. The prices obtained by the cartels for their products sold at 
home and abroad, and the reasons that caused them to be so fixed. 
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10. Whether the cartels have had any influence on the industries 
and traders depending upon them, especially as regards the fixing 
of the conditions of sale. 

11. As to the success with which the cartels have attempted to 
exert an influence on the prices of the necessary raw materials and 
— products required in producing the “ syndicated ” 
goods. 

12. To what extent, if any, the cartels have affected the 
conditions of labour and wages in the “syndicated” undertakings. 

Graf von Posadowsky also said that another question connected 
with the proposed enquiry was whether the present investigation 
had better be conducted with open doors or not. The Government 
would not object to a limited publicity; the doubt was whether 
the purposes of the enquiry might not be defeated by too much 
publicity. In any case, such communications as were stated to be 
=—* by the parties concerned would have to be treated as 
such. 

A discussion on these propositions then took place. 


THE COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENT OF WESTERN 
RUSSIA. 
A Visit to the South-West of Poland. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
a copy of a despatch from Captain A. P. Murray, H.M. Consul- 
General at Warsaw, enclosing a memorandum on his visit to the 
chief industrial centres in the south-west of Poland, on which the 
following particulars are based :— 

Besides the Dumbrowa coal mines, which supply the whole of 
Poland and also part of Western Russia, the majority of the 
industrial undertakings in Western Russia are situated in the 
south-west of Poland, and more particularly in the government 
of Pietrokoff. 

Leaving Warsaw on the 3rd of November, Captain Murray stayed 
for a day at Pietrokoff in order to make the personal acquaintance 
of the local authorities, and also to obtain permission to see various 
works, &c. 

Pietrokoff itself, he adds, is only important as being the seat of 
government. The town is backward and industry is little developed. 
There is a population of about 30,000. There are two breweries, 
two small glass factories, four sawing mills, and small factories of 
soap, agricultural implements and machinery, and a tannery, 
dyeing works, &c., all very small. ‘Trade is entirely in the hands 
of Jews. 

The next day Captain Murray went on to Czenstochowa, which, 
he says, hopes one day to rival Lodz, both on account of its being 
nearer the coalfields so that fuel is cheaper than at Lodz or Warsaw, 
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and as it has much better means of communication than Lodz, 
but more especially because it has a plentiful ‘supply of excellent 
water, the River Warta running through the town, the want of 
water being what has hitherto been the chief impediment at Lodz. 

Czenstochowa is best known as a place of pilgrimage to which 
some half million pilgrims from Poland and Galicia repair annually, 
There is, therefore, a considerable trade in religious souvenirs, 
medallions, pictures, &c. It is, however, fast coming into pro- 
minence also as an industrial centre, as it already has over 70 
factories, large and small, and the opening of a narrow gauge line 
to Herby on the German frontier has given a fresh impetus to its 
prosperity. The town itself has some 65,000 inhabitants, and is 
situated on both sides of a ridge some mile and a half long, extend- 
ing from the old town to the monastery. The factories are scattered 
around. 

The industries of Czenstochowa are many, and partly no doubt 
owing to this the town has suffered less than any other in the 
Warsaw district during the recent years of depression; the 
value of the output, which is usually about 1,500,000/., having 
decreased only by some 3°5 per cent., and the number of hands 
employed from about 13,000 to about 12,000. The decrease is due 
priucipally to the depression in the iron industry, but although 
the turnover was last year rather smaller than in 1900, nearly all 
works managed to sell their stocks at prices from 15 to 20 per 
cent. higher than in the previous year. 

The two largest wool-spinning mills at Czenstochowa have even 
been obliged to increase their output to the value of some 
60,0007. and have sold their whole stock. 

There are three jute works at Czenstochowa, in two of which all 
the machinery is Scotch. One of the works had just imported 
a press with a pressure of 60 tons. 

After the jute syndicate for all Russia dissolved in the spring, 
prices went down considerably, but the demand increased and has 
been strengthened by good crop prospects, and both prices and 
demand in the second half of this year have been quite satisfactory. 

The cotton-spinning and weaving works which were started 
recently by a French company are suffering under the general 
depression of the cotton industry. 

By the kindness of M. Erturt, the author of the well-known 
work “Dyeing of Paper Pulp,” Captain Murray was given the 
opportunity ot going over various packing, printing, and needle 
paper mills.and a wall paper and cardboard factory. These 
factories have been busy throughout the year, and are doing well. 
They each employ about 250 to 300 hands. The quality of the 
paper is said not to be inferior to similar paper made abroad, 
the very latest process and machinery being employed. All 
the machinery-is of German make, except the motors, which 
are Austrian. Nearly all the output is sold in Poland, only 
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a small quantity being put on the Russian market. There is 
a considerable manufacture of toys at Czenstochowa. This 
industry, which is entirely in the hands of Jews, was started 
some sixty years ago by some Jews who began to make 
sacred medallions for sale to pilgrims to the celebrated shrine at 
Czenstochowa, which is visited by some 500,000 pilgrims each 
year. At the same time they made toys, which found a ready sale 
amongst the peasant pilgrims, who bought them to take home to 
their children. 

' When, some years ago, Jews were forbidden to make Christian 
religious objects, they turned their attention entirely to the manu- 
facture of toys, several workmen being sent to Nuremburg to learn 
the business there with a view to introducing improved methods. 

There are now some 15 works, giving employment to over 800 
hands, besides a large number of smaller ones. Much of the work, 
however, is done at home, girls and lads forming the larger pro- 
portion of the hands employed. 

The toys made are chiefly of simple construction : tin trumpets, 
pop-guns, pistolets, drums, looking-glasses, balls, bracelets, toy 
watches, &c. Each factory has its own speciality. 

Captain Murray states that only three factories that he saw used 
steam power, the rest employing hand labour. The workshops of 
the smaller factories as a rule are small, and the only machines 
used in them are cheap presses, either imported from Germany or 
made at Czenstochowa. The tin is melted on ordinary stoves. 

Men workers earn from 6s. to 10s. a week; child workers, who 
form the majority, from 2s. 6d. to 5s. In the larger factories they 
get more. It is almost all piece-work, the gross (12 dozen) being 
paid from 1d. to 3s., according to the work done. They work 
from 12 to 14 hours a day. 

The toys are, with the exception of one or two factories, very 
roughly made ; the object being quantity, not quality. The whole- 
sale price of the toys ranges from 2s. to 50s. per gross, according 
to sort. 

The raw material for making the toys—tin, copper sheeting, 
white metal, &c., is almost entirely imported from Germany and 
Austria, with the exception of a smal] quantity of tin and zine, 
which comes from Warsaw and Sosnowice. 

Czenstochowa toys, find a ready sale both in Poland, Russia, 
Transcaspia and Siberia, some even being exported to Germany 
and Austria and as far even as Buda-Pesth. 

Among some of the more important factories, besides those of 
toys, were a felt hat factory, a button factory, where they make 
buttons of Coroza nuts from Equator and mother-of-pearl, and a 
match factory in which they use kali bichloride imported from 
England. All these employed the latest type of machinery im- 
ported from Germany, 

The new railway to Herby on the German frontier, might 
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have added very greatly to the development and import- 
ance of .Czenstochowa, as the German railway system is only 
12 miles off, so that Silesia might have been brought in direct 
touch, but the Government insisted on its being of a gauge 
narrower than that of the German or Polish lines, so goods would 
have to be transhipped at Herby and again at Czenstochowa, twice 
in a distance of 12 miles; but so far there is no difficulty as to 
that, as they have at the last moment refused permission to connect 
with the German line, which is about 400 yards off, at all. At 
first it was also made a condition that electric traction should be 
employed, but now steam has been allowed. Regular traffic was 
not opened at the time of the Consul-General’s visit but it was 
expected to be in a few days. The line, he writes, seems well 
planned and laid, and the station buildings are very fine for so 
small a line. In spite of all difficulties they hope to make it pay 
by running branch lines to the different factories at Czenstochowa. 
Most of the goods carried were cabbages, rags and coal.

as coal for their engines. Six small steamers similarly constructed 
have also been built for the coasting trade at Siam, Singapore, &c. 
The company has furthermore arranged for the erection in the 
Free Harbour of tanks for the supply of liquid fuel to their own 
steamers, and to any other vessels visiting Copenhagen for the 
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purpose of taking bunkers ; also for the use of manufactories on 
shore which may adopt the new system. The erection of these 
tanks has cost about 17,000/. sterling, and they are expected to be 
ready for use in February or March next. 

There will be three tanks in all, each 38 feet high, two with a 
diameter of 92 feet, the third with one of 78 feet ; they will con- 
tain respectively 6,000 and 4,000 tons of liquid fuel. They are to 
be supplied from England, together with the necessary machinery, 
and will be erected by a Danish firm.

CEYLON. 


An extraordinary issue of the “Ceylon Government Gazette,” 
dated 11th ult., contains the text of the 
New Products. address of His Excellency the Governor of 
Ceylon, at the opening of the Legislative 

Council on the 11th November. 

In the course of his address, the Governor stated that as regards 
new products, Para rubber is the most prominent, and has now 
taken its place as a recognised cultivation in Ceylon, with every 
prospect of becoming a large and profitable industry. The market 
price during the past year has been good, and it may be hoped 
that Ceylon rubber will continue to be known on the home market 
as representing high quality. The trees introduced into Ceylon in 
1876 by the Department of Agriculture are most vigorous, and 
have this year again produced a large crop of seed, some 250,000 
of which have been distributed through the island for planting. 

New areas of tobacco have been planted both in the Northern 
Province and in the Dumbara Valley. In the latter district, a 
promising industry, conducted by ‘l'amils, is growing up, and 
a distinct improvement in the quality of the cured leaf is to be 
recorded. Improved methods of cultivation and curing have been 
experimented on by private enterprise in the Northern Province, 
and the results of these experiments will be of use when the market 
value of the cured leaf is known. 

Camphor has been planted out in various up-country estates, and 
in suitable climates will prove a useful additional cultivation to tea. 

Cacao has been throughout the island producing very good crops, 
and where the rules for the extermination of the canker, as 
published by the Department of Agriculture, have been carried 
out, the freedom from this dangerous fungus is most encouraging. 


The amount of crop harvested for the half-year is larger than any 
previous cacao crop.

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BRITISH EAST AFRICA PROTECTORATE.

An experienced officer of the Austro-Hungarian 
consular service has been detailed for duty—with the consent of 
the marine section of the Ministry of War—to accompany the 
vessel on her cruise, in order to study the trade conditions of the 
countries visited and make reports to the Government, with the 
ulterior object of increasing the exports: of Austro-Hungarian 
-products to the districts in question.. me 


REPORTS OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE 
Birmingham.—At a meeting df the Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce on the 10th inst. Mr. R. P. Yates moved— That in the 
opinion of this association the arbitrary action of the French 
Government in (1) granting monopoly concessions to French traders 
in the region of the French Congo ;'(2) compelling British‘ traders 
B 
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to cease trading within the limits of such concessions ; (3) imposing 
unjust and vexatious penalties on merchants so trading; and (4) 
‘prohibiting the purchase and export by such traders of the natural 
products of the country is detrimental to British trade and 
commerce ; and that his Majesty’s Government be strongly urged 
to take such steps as may be deemed expedient to remedy the 
grievances complained of.” He said that in the case of Dahomey 
and Madagascar our trade had been utterly obliterated. If France 
succeeded in carrying out the same policy in the French Congo, 
British trade would cease to exist in those parts ot the world. 

The chairman (Mr. F. B. Goodman) moved for the appointment 
of a committee to inquire into the attitude recently adopted by the 
railway companies with respect to the carriage of goods at “‘ owner's 
risk,” and to take such action thereon as they might think expedient. 
The committee proposed by the chairman was appointed, and the 
question of rents and demurrage was included in the scope of 
inquiry. 

Manchester.—An ordinary meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Manchester Chamber of Commerce was held on the 10th inst., 
Mr. John Thomson (President) occupying the chair. The minutes 
of the General Purposes Committee drew attention to the special 
disadvantage borne by British industries which use pure alcohol in 
manufacturing processes. 

A circular letter from the Chiet Traffic Superintendent of the 
Ship Canal was placed before the Board, calling attention to the 
additional facilities recently provided for the movement of traffic 
between the principal North American ports and Manchester, and 
also tothe new fortnightly service between Boston and Manchester, 
to begin on the 10th January next. It was agreed that the atten- 
tion of the mercantile community should be specially called to this 
announcement. 

Among other matters under discussion were: Trade Marks and 
Designs in Lagos; The Proposed Ministry of Commerce ; Railways 
and the Carriage of Inflammable Oil; Concessions in the French 
Congo, &c. 

Midland and West of England—A meeting of delegates from the 
Midland and West of England Chambers of Commerce was held in 
Bristol, on the 10th inst., with reference to shipping to South 
Africa, and specially in regard to “conference” lines. Mr. John 
Mardon, President of the Bristol Chamber of Commerce, who 
occupied the chair.

This is the 14th Annual Report to the Board of Trade on Trade 
Unions and deals with the year 1901, comparative. statistics for the 
years 1892 to 1900 also being given. 

At the beginning of 1901 there were, so far as known to the 


Labour Department of the Board of Trade, 1,252 trade unions 
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with an aggregate membership of 1,910,614, During the year 
13 unions with 3,305 members were amalgamated with other 
societies, 36 with 4,791 members were dissolved, and 33 unions 
with a membership of 11,184 were formed, so that the total number 
of trades unions in existence at the end of 1901 was 1,236, or 16 
less than at the beginning of the year. The total membership at 
the end of 1901 was 1,922,780, or 12,166 more than at the end{of 
1900, an increase of °6 per cent. 

The report contains detailed information as to the membership 
of the various trade unions and particulars of the receipts and 
expenditure of the 100 principal unions.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 

ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom- 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
_— commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
vue As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the- Board: have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it ig the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899 ; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of. the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition. and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “ Intelligence Branch” will -endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—-Commercial . Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs; Excise and “ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Regulations ; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading. Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., Sc. 

_ An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the prineipal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 
at the price of 1d.
